Castle yesterday on the conclusion of the 
usual meeting of the Judges and Benchers 
m the Benchers’ Chambers.

Justice Murnaghan sat in the Supreme Court 
to hear applications m regard to the listing 
of appeals; and Mr. Justice Meredith sat in 
Court 1 to fix dates of hearing of cases 
which appear in the lists for the present 
term and to hear motions and summonses.

STORY OF LOSS OF NOTES

Arm elderly man named Albert Gall, with 
an address in Dominick street, Dublin, ‘was 
charged with the robbery of four £10 notes 
from the person of John McKenna, Gray’s 
Inn, Sligo, last Friday.

He 
awoke early next morning, and went out to 
get a drink to put him right. 

In reply to Mr. Little, witness said that he 
could not detail places which he visited either 
before or after that night. It was while he 
was in an oyster bar somewhere that he dis- 
covered that the money was missing. 

Patrick Sullivan, hall porter, Campion's 
Hotel, Capel street, gave evidence that on 
Friday morning he saw the previous witness 
in the hotel with the defendant. They were 
under: the influence of drink, McKenna being 
the worse of the two. They had breakfast 
in the hotel. McKenna, the witness added, 
had told him that he had been robbed of 
money which he had put in his sock for safe 
keeping. 

McKenna was recalled and questioned by 
Mr. Brady regarding his movements. 

At this stage Mr. Little declared that he 
could not delay the business of the Court any 
longer, and refused informations.

MAN WHO WAS “ OVERCOME

Association was because they had in their 
mind that foreign bacon and eggs had been 
supplied at Irish hotels to foreign tourists, 
and their action was as a protest against such 
action. He thought Irish eggs and bacon—- 
the product of TIreland—were second to 
none, and they should be supplied to visitors. 

Mr. Quinlan said that he had seen that 
morning coming through the streets of 
Limerick Chinese bacon in boxes offered for 
sale. He thought that the Limerick Corpora- 
tion should have it removed off the streets. 

Mr. Brander suggested that a public meet- 
ing should. be held to protest against the 
sale of Chinese bavon. 

A long discussion took place, and it was 
finally decided by eighteen votes to six that 
the sum of £300 be placed on the rates for 
the benefit of the Tourists’ Association.

LORD CLANCARTY AND THE CONGRESS 
OF VIENNA.

us hundred years ago there w..s living 


quietly at Garbaily, Ballinasloe, a 
man who had once played a considerable 
part in European politics. Richard Le 
Poer Trench, second Har! of Clancarty, 
and Marquis of Heusdéen in the Nether- 
lands, was born in 1767. He was the 
eldest son of William Power Keating 
Trench, of Garbally, who was created 
Baron Kilconnell in 1797. In 1805, on 
being raised to an earldom, Wilhan 
Trench took the title Earl of Clancarty, 
in consequence of his descent from Helena 
sister of Donough MacCarthy, who was 
Karl of Clancarty in the time of Charles 
Il. Richard Trench, with whom we are 
now concerned, was called to the Irish 
Bar, and became Member of Parliament 
for his native county of Galway in 1798.

The Congress, which was opened 
formally in November 1st. 1814. was one 
of the most remarkable of its kind. From 
the capitals of Kurope sovereigns, princes 
and statesmen flocked to the gay city oy 
the Danube. The crowned heads were the 
personal guests of the Emperor of 
Austria, who lodged an Emperor and four 
Kings in the Hofburg Palace. Francis I. 
played the part of host in imperial style, 
spending on the entertainment of his 
guests thirty millions of florins at a time 
when his Government had the greatest 
dificulty in meeting its expenditure. 

The outstanding figure among the 
royalties was the Tsar Alexander 1. This 
brilliant and eccentric sovereign was the 
lion of the hour. The great resources at 
his absolute command, together with the 
uncertain quality of his temper, made him 
the most formidable force at the Con- 
gress. The sovereigns met every day in 
friendly and. social intercourse, and the 
official business was ostensibly carried out 
by the Ministers. Of these two were out- 
standing men. Prince Metternich was the 
President of the Congress—he seemed to 
many to be the Congress. He was everv- 
where and knew everyone. He carried 
out his duties with all the affabilitv an‘! 
charm which he could command. To an 
outsider his attitude nicht appear 
almost careless and indifferent ; but under- 
neath this exterior there was working one 
of the coolest lieads and one of the deepest 
and most dangerous minds that ever 
played a part in international affairs. 

Yet there was a statesman at the Con-

POMP AND CIRCUMSTANCE. 

The proceedings of the Congress wer 
very different from those of similar 
assemblies at the present day. Now a 
Congress seldom lasts. longer than a 
month; more often, the main issues are 
decided within a week, The Press is in- 
formed of nearly everything that is going 
on. In those days, however, sovereigns 
and their ministers had a free hand. They 
were undisturbed by the criticism of a 
Press which any of them could abolish 
without the slightest trouble. Money and 
time appeared to be of no consideration to 
them; for they well knew that there was 
small likelihood of their being called upon 
to render an-account of their use of either. 
Their quarters at Vienna were ver) 
pleasant. Balls, reviews, theatres, 
banquets, field sports and excursions were 
as much a matter of course as diplomatic

He was older than 
both Castlereagh and Wellington, and he 
probably had a far greater knowledge of 
foreign affairs than either of them. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S POLICY. 
Great Britain could have 
leading part in the Congress. 
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than any of the Powers, had been the 
constant foe of Napoleon, and she had 
supported every coalition that had been 
formed against him. She was mistress of 
the seas, and had nearly all the important 
colonies of France and of Holland in her 
hands by the end of the war. One of the 
Austrian representatives, Von Gentz, said 
that ‘‘ England could have done anything 
and did nothing.” Yet, in behaving with 
moderation, she acted wisely. 
of the Continent were i.ot her affairs. 
Probably her most important acquisition 
after the long war, im which she had 
sacrificed so much, was the Cape of Good 
Hope—a possession which then showed 
nothing of the vast possibilities to which 
it was afterwards to lead. 

The Great Powers of 
playing for stakes with which Great 
Britain had no concern. The fates of 
Poland, Saxony, Northern Italy, Alsace- 
Lorraine, Avignon, and many other 
territories were being decided. The 
British envoys were frequently consulted, 
and the opinion of Lord Clancarty in 
particular seems to have been valued and 
respected. Castlereagh, it is said, was too 
much in Metternich’s pocket, and, 
perhaps, his suspicions of the designs ol 
the 'Tsar were ill-founded. Still, Great 
Britain played an honourable, if 
secondary, part in the Congress, and her 
stand for the abolition of the slave trade 
struck an idealistic note in the midst ol 
much duplicity and cynical disregard for 
the rights of the weak. Austria, thanks 
to Metternich, came out of the Congress 
with large territory in Italy and with in- 
creased influence in Germany. hrance, 
thanks to Talleyrand, got off very lightly. 
retaining the frontiers which she had 
possessed in 1789, with some small 
additions. The greater part of Poland 
was again given to Russia. Prussia 
received a part of Saxony in addition to 
her former share of Poland. 

The work of the Congress was hastened 
by the return of Napoleon to France ! 
March, 1815. Castlereagh was at that 
time in London, and Lord Clancarty de- 
scribed in a ietter to him the consterna 
tion amongst the royalties at this 
alarming news. .‘‘ We were at .Court the 
night of the arrival of the despatch con 
taining the news of Bonaparte’s flight 
(from Elba): and though there was every 
attempt to conceal apprehension under thie 
mask of unconcern, it was not difficult to 
perceive that fear was predominant in al! 
the imperial and royal personages there 
assembled. It appeared to me desirable 
rather to encourage than to weaken the 
fears which obviously pervaded all, with 
a view, through these, as well to affirm the 
disposition of active co-operation as to 
hasten the march and final termination of 
affairs here,” 


THE HUNDRED DAYS. 


At the end of March Clancarty became 
the chief representative of Great Britain 
at the Congress. His despatch to Strat 
ford Canning, British Minister at Berne. 
dated March 29th, begins: ‘‘ Sir, I have 
the honour to acquaint you that his Grace 
the Duke of Wellington “set out this 
morning from Vienna to take command 2 
the Army in the Low Countries. Having 
thus been placed in the direction of 
affairs at Congress upon the part of Great 
Britain, [ have to request that whateve:

completed on June 19th, just a week before 
the Battle of Waterloo. 

Lever, in “ Charles O' Malley, 
to Lord Clancarty as being in Brussels on 
the day after the battle, but this may not 
be correct. He is next heard of at a 
conterence at Frankfort, at the end of 
1815, where he was engaged in adjusting 
disputes between Bavaria and Baden. In 
1816 he was reappointed Ambassador to 
the King of the Netherlands. In this 
capacity he busied himself in seeing that 
the Government of the Netherlands 
carried out the terms laid down by thre 
Congress of Vienna with regard to the 
slave trade. In 1818 he was granted i 
pension of £2,000 a year by th: British 
Government for his distinguished services. 
He was invested with Order of the 
Bath, and was advanced to the dignity of 
a viscount in the English peerage, and to 
that of Marquis of Hevsden by the King 
of the Netherlands. In 1823 he resigned 
his position as Ambassador, after ten 
years of hard work, conscientiously per 
formed, as representative of tireat Britain 
on the Continent.

Which had known little of 
him for many years. The people of 
Ballinasloe had now an opportunity ol 
knowing once again a man of whom, we 
hope, they were justly proud. It was 
among his own people that Lord Clancariy 
was to spend the remainder of his Jife. 
He, who had been the counsellor and the 
confidant of kings, Lrinces, and governors, 
came back to his fine mansion at. Garbaily 
to live the life of a country gentleman in 
a remote Irish town. 

Of the remainder of his life little seems 
to have been recorded: His obituary 
notices are extremely meagre, and it would 
appear that by the time of his death in 
1847 the public had, to a great extent, 
forgotten that he had once played a dis- 
tinguished part in foreign affairs. His 
tastes were simple, and, in an age of hard 
living and hard drinking, he was regarded 
as a man of puritanical character. Sir 
William Gregory, of Coole Park, visited 
Garbally in 1836, and founc the atmos- 
phere a little too staid for a young man 
of fashion. He describes Lord Clancarty 
as being “a charming old 
extremely plain, most hospitablé and 
genial; and Lady Clancarty was one cf 
the most high-bred women I have ever 
met.” Their daughter, Lady Emily 
Trench, he describes as “ a peculiarly ill 
favoured maiden, with the sweetest voice, 
and kindest manner, and a very apparent 
desire for a little dissipation.”” When at 
Brussels, Lady Fmily had planned an 
elopenient with some foreign gentleman, 
but her parents got wind of the affair, 
and she was stopped. The only travelliny 
kit she had provided for this adventure 
was found to consist of a pair of cuffs and 
a toothbrush. 

In November, 1837, Lord Clancarty died 
Kinnegad, when returning 
from Dublin to Ballinasloe, His wife 
survived him until 1846. His brother, 
Power Le Poer Trench, the last Protestant 
Archbishop of Tuam, died in 1839.

The farmers, I learn, are beginning to 
be disturbed by the tardiness of the spring, 
which has put back sowing considerably, 
with the risk of further trouble at harvest 
time. I was in the neighbourhood of 
Stillorgan recently, and was astonished at 
the backwardness of tree and shrub. Even 
the evergreens had not exchanged the rusty 
green of winter for the tender spring gloss.

“the pensive head,” but the print of 
the March winds in violets is scarce, 
though another month is out. Only the 
birds seem quite undaunted; the noise of 
their gossiping was everywhere.

The First Punchestown. 


Eighty years have elapsed since the 
first Punchestown races were held under 
the auspices of the Kildare Hunt, and it 
would be interesting to learn whether any 
survivor of those present on that day 
will attend the races this week, The 
Punchestown course then—April 1st, 
1850--is described as being ‘‘ intricately 
laid out, with about a score of leaps ‘n 
the three-mile, and fourteen in the two- 
mile run—several of them ‘ tearers.’ ” 
Three races made up the official pro- 
gramme, but four were actually run. In 
the Hunt Cup three runners sported silk. 
Five ran mm the Farmers’ Race, though 
fourteen riders were weighed out, but 
nine arrived late at the starting post. As 
“ much dissatisfaction ensued, the 
Stewards, to reconcile all parties, agreed 
to give £10 for a new race.” Another 
contretemps occurred in the fourth and 
last race. Five horses, after a false start. 
completed the course (two miles), but 
took part in the subsequent race, in 
which a horse was killed. “ The arrange- 
ments,” we are told, ‘ lacked perfec- 
tion; there was no stand house, and t!.e 
view of the running was very limited. 
The course was also very badly kept. 
With the exception of the horses that 
started for the Hunt Cup, all the others 
were of very middling class.’’ The 
weather was most inclement.

With smug¢gling at 
eighteenth century, a friend calls my 
attention to an interesting reference in 
the newly-published Analecta Htbernica, 
In his examination of the papers relating 
to Ireland in the Rawlinson collection 1h 
the Bodleian Library, Oxford, Mr. 
Charles MacNeill discovered a report made 
by a certain Timothy Whiteing to the 
Trish Revenue Commissioners on the state 
of the Customs and Excise Service late 
in 1764 and early in 1765. Whiteing 
included nearly all the Irish ports in his 
inspection. 

Two items from his report have some 
topical interest. ‘“At Wexford and 
W aterford,’’ says Mr. MacNeill, Whiteing 
‘‘ recommended that riding officers should 
have ‘ the lingus of the country’ in order 
to gain intelligence, or else he would be 
of little use” One would not have 
expected this early use of a word for the 
vernacular which we now spell “' lingo.”’ 
The inspector’s comment reminds me of a 
retired head constable of the R.I.C., 
whom I knew twenty years ago, when 
he was a Clerk of Petty Sessions, who 
showed me old books from which he had 
learned Irish as an aid to his poteen

Mr, Blythe and the Taxpayer. 

The Free State’s annual Budget will be 
opened in Dáil Kireann to-morrow by Mr. 
Ernest Blythe. His statement is being 
awaited with interest, but experts take the 
view that there will be few, if any, fiscal 
changes. Last year Mr. Blythe was ablo 
to announce that budgetary stability had 
been achieved. Violent fluctuations in 
revenue and expenditure have ceased to 
occur, and, unless there is a radizl 
change in Government policy, future 
Budgets will contain few surprises. The 
balance sheet for the last financial year 
was fairly satisfactory, Actual expendi- 
ture exceeded revenue by £877,422; but 
it seems that Mr. Blythe charged a large 
amount of abnormal expenditure against 
revenue in order to avoid borrowing, with 
the result that a nominal deficit took the 
place of a small, but realised, surplus. On 
paper, however, the balance was distinctly 
on the wrong side; and we hope that Mr. 
Blythe this year will present his figures in 
such a way that the man-in-the-street may 
be able to understand them at a glance. 
The estimates for the coming year antici- 
pate a deficit of £1,745,000. Estimated 
expenditure amounts to more than 
£26,000,000, as against last year’s actual 
expenditure of £24,072,639. We do 
not know how much, if any, of Mr, 
Blythe’s estimated spendings will be 
regarded as “ abnormal.’’ ‘** Normal ” or 
‘‘ abnormal,’’ however, the money must 
come out of the taxpayer’s pocket, and 
Mr. Blythe to-morrow must inform the 
public by what means he proposes to 
raise it, 

In the circumstances, the taxpayer need 
expect no substantial relief; but the 
Minister may decide to make certain 
alterations of income tax in favour of the 
married man with children. Although the 
British income tax rate is fifty per cent, 
higher than that of the Free State, the 
‘“small’’ man in Britain has certain 
privileges which are not shared in the 
Saorstát, Furthermore, it is suggested 
that Mr. Blythe ought to dispense entirely 
With super-tax. This impost at present 
yields an annual revenue of only £200,000 
or £300,000. The number of persons who 
pay super-tax in the Free State is Iament- 
ably small, but the abolition of the tax 
would induce many exiled Irishmen—and, 


| doubtless, many others into the bargain— 


to take up residence in the Free State, 
and thus evade Mr, Snowden’s ruthless 
levies. We feel sure that the sacrifice in 
direct revenue which would be made by 
Mr. Blythe, if he should renounce the 
super-tax, back to the 
Exchequer many times over in other ways. 
A score of really wealthy men, domiciled 
in the Suaorstat, would do much to 
redress the adverse balance by the 
“ invisible’? exports of their incomes; 
their contributions to the revenue in other 
ways would be considerable, and on their 
deaths the Free State would reap a rich

harvest. 

The most interesting feature of Mr. 
Blythe’s Budget speech will be 
announceme).: concerning the new 
The condition of the balance-sheet 
proves the urgency of an issue by the 
Government. Mr. Blythe has been making 
ends meet by short term credits from the 
banks—a system which is as costly as it 
is unsatisfactory—and it is high time that 
the second portion of the 1927 loan should 
be placed on the market. That issue was 
for £15,000,000, but only about £7,000,000 
was raised, Of the total amount 
£4,000,000 was subscribed in the Free 
State and the remainder in America. 
We hope that Mr. Blythe will raise 
at least £5,000,000 this year in the 
home but confess that 
we do not understand his to 
float a loan in London, where he could 
obtain it more cheaply and more readily 
than in Dublin. Any London house 
would be glad to handle the issue, and 
considerably more than £5,000,000 could 
be raised without difficulty, Of course, 
before such a loan could be rated as 
British Trustee Stock, the Free State 
Government would be required to fulfil the 
trifling condition which is imposed by the 
Colonial Stock Act; but, as all the other 
Dominions accept, this condition without 
we: see no reason why tie 
should boggle at it. The 
new tide the Government 
over the present year. Five millions, 
however, will not. go very far, and, no 
doubt, a further loan will be needed in 
the not distant future. By that time, we 
trust, Mr. Blythe will have adopted a

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Follies of Flight. 


Last Sunday an accident occurred at 
Cologne which must have left an impres- 
sion on those who saw it that the years 
will not efface. An acrobat named 
Hundertmark, while he was attempting 
to climb from one aeroplane to another 
in flight, by means of a rope ladder, failed 
to raise his feet to the rungs and remained 
suspended in mid-air, Immediately the 
full horror of the situation was manifest 
to the spectators who had assembled to 
see the performance. The pilot flew re- 
peatedly over the aerodrome, while willing 
officials held out sheets into which 
Hundertmark might fall. It seems, how- 
ever, that the unhappy man must have 
lost his nerve; for he remained clinging 
to the ladder until, at last, the pilot 
decided in desperation to risk all and 
Jand. Hundertmark was dragged along 
the ground, and died shortly afterwards 
from his injuries, On the same day, in 
Tennessee, seven persons lost their lives 
when another ‘‘stunting’” aeroplane 
crashed into the crowd. These accidents 
raise, again the question of “ stunting’’ 
with aeroplanes. The subject is not new, 
and already on various occasions has 
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‘occupied the attention of the House of 
Commons and other Legislatures. We are 
convinced that “' stunting ” is indefensible 
when it is carried out, as at Cologne and 
in Tennossee, for the entertainment of the 
public. No useful purpose is served thereby 
and nothing is added to our knowledge 
of aeronautics, In our opinion, people 
who pay to sce others risk their lives in 
the air are on the same moral plane as 
those travellers who throw coins into the 
Bay of Aden and other shark-infested 
waters that they may be retrieved by 
diving boys. Yet interference with “‘ stunt- 
ing,’’ where it is practised as a proper 
exercise in the air forces of the nations, 
would be a folly. Such men as Manfred 
von Richthofen and James McCudden 
have written their experiences. — Their 
fights were won by their skill in “ half- 
rolls,' in ‘‘ zoomings”’ and in spiral dives 
as much as by their accurate aim with 
the machine-gun. The German died at 
last, because on a supreme occasion he 
forgot one of the lessons that he had 
taught himself by ‘“‘stunting,” and the 
Irishman’s fatal accident was due to a 
kindred aberration. In commercial flying, 
where the safety of civilian passengers is 
at stake, a pilot who knows the tricks of 
the air often can save his charges in an 
emergency if long practice has accustomed 
him to the unusual. We must admit 
that in order to achieve this end a certain 
cost in gallant lives must be paid, The 
airman, by the nature of his work, must 
be an individualist, and authority, there- 
fore, must allow him some latitude in the 
manner in which he fits himself for his 
work. Where merely spectacular “ stunt- 
ing,” however, is concerned. we hope that 
the public opinion of the world will 
express itself in no uncertain fashion. 
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A Happy Tribute. 


His friends have devised a happy 
tribute to the memory of Major John 
MacGillycuddy, who died some weeks ago 
after a long life of faithful service to 
Ireland. All good causes had Major 
MacGillycuddy’s support, but he fostered 
with a special zeal the cause of the 
Queen’s Institute of District Nursing. In 
County Kerry, as in every Irish county, 
the Queen’s nurses, devoted and highly 
trained women, do a magnificent work of 
healing and of hygienic education among 
the poor. Last month we reported the 
annual meeting of the Institute’s Irish 
branch, and congratulated it on the 
amended constitution which guarantees 
the close fellowship of the northern and 
southern committees under a new Central 
Council forall Ireland, In every way the 
branch’s work is prospering—last year it 
opened twelve new districts, and it now 
controls 158 affiliated associations—but it 
continues to be troubled by an unfulfilled 
duty. ‘‘ The outstanding and imperative 
need,” says the annual report, ‘ is still 
the establishment of the endowment fund 
for nurses’ pensions.”” At present the 
Queen’s nurses who are spending their 
lives in the service of Ireland’s poor have 
no security for their old age. Alike on 
moral and on economic grounds that lack 
must be repaired. Jn the first place, 
ingratitude is among the meanest of 
national offences. In the next place, since 
pensions have been found for the Queen’s 
nurses in England and Scotland, the 
younger Irish nurses have to-day an in- 
creasing temptation to cross the water. 
The nucleus of an endowment fund exists, 
but it is wholly inadequate; and various 
efforts—such as the scheme of an 
admission charge to beautiful gardens— 
are being made to augment it. Now, as 
the Earl of Kenmare, The MacGillycuddy 
and Major Leeson Marshall announce in 
the letter which we print to-day, the pro- 
ceeds of the Major MacGillycuddy 
Memorial Fund will be devoted to the 
provision of pensions for Queen’s nurses 
in Southern Ireland. The appeal of a 
good man’s life and of a cause so worthy 
is doubly cogent, and we hope that there 
will be a host of subscribers to the Fund. 
Its success will be an inspiring proof 


that— 
the actions of the just, 
Smell sweet and blossom in tlteir dust. 


Belfast’s Empire Week. 


The capital city of Northern Ireland 
has given a lead to Britain in the 
advertisement of British produce. Arrange- 
ments are being completed for the Belfast 
British Empire Week, which will last 
from the 12th to the 17th of May. All 
sections of the city’s commercial interests 
have offered their services in order that 
the week may be a success. A fine exhibi- 
tion of Empire goods will be held in the 
Ulster Hall, and the prize offered by the 
Empire Marketing Board will stimulate 
the city’s shopkeepers to rivalry in the 
display of imperial produce. In the middle 
of the week the industrial firms will take 
part in a parade of British industry and 
commerce, in which the recent]y-formed 
Irish Linen Guild proposes to illustrate 
the history of Northern Ireland’s textile 
industry. With notable regard to the 
psychology of advertisement the promoters 
of the Empire Week have adopted more 
devious allurements to entice the public 
attention. The opening ceremony will be 
staged with all the attendant pomp of 
civic choirs and military bands, and the 
week will close with an imperial parade 
in which units of every division of His 
Majesty’s forces will take part. Even the 
irresponsible—of whom Belfast, as befits 
a capital city, has many—may serve the 
cause of trade at a special fancy dress 
ball, where prizes will be offered for those 
costumes that best represent the Common- 
wealth’s products. We commend Belfast’s 
enterprise to other Irish cities. The Empire 
Marketing Board and the Ministry of 
Commerce have given their aid, but other- 
wise all the credit is due to the citizens 
of Belfast.

A Disturbed Ceremony. 


It was unfortunate that the police 
arrangements in and around Westmuinste: 
Cathedral this morning for the wedding 
of Lady Millicent Taylour were insufficient 
to prevent a series of somewhat unpleasant 
incidents. A number of strangers had been 
admitted to the west end of the Cathedral, 
and the conduct of some of these was so 
unrestrained that a pathway for the bride 
had to be railed off with benches. The 
main doors of the Cathedral were guardea 
carefully, but a side door was left open 
for the convenience of visitors to the 
Chapel of the Sacrament. When the public 
found this out hundreds of women made 
a rush, and crowded into the Cathedra! 
in the most unruly manner, Once inside 
all reverence was neglected; chairs were 
dragged noisily about, while some of th: 
women tried to creep under the barriers 
and others stood on chairs. At on 

moment there were scores of women at th 
back of the Cathedral and in the aisles 
standing on chairs and gazing at the 
altar. There was no attempt to maintain 
quiet. The bride and bridegroom, on 
leaving, found their car surrounded by 
huge crowds, and if was some minutes 
before a way could be made for them to 
leave the Cathedral precincts. 


The Duke of Connaught. 


The Duke of Connaught, who will be 
eighty on Thursday, will spend his birth- 
day at Cap Ferrat, on the Riviera, but 
he is expected to return to London in the 
early part of next month. One of his most 
important engagements will be a review 
of the Rifle Brigade in Hyde Park on 
May 3lst to celebrate his jubilee as 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Brigade. The Ist 
Battalion is in India, but the 2nd 
Battalion is at home, and will come up 
from Colchester for the parade; also the 
three London Territorial units of the 
Brigade—the Artists’ Rifles, the London 
Rifle Brigade and the Tower Hamlets’

GERMAN AIRMAN DRAGGED 


TO DEATH.

COLOGNE, Monday. 

In attempting to climb by means of a 
rope ladder from one flying aeroplane to 
another, a German acrobatic airman, 
named Hundertmark, met a terrible death 
at Dusseldorf yesterday. 

Hundertmark had caught hold of the 
lower end of the ladder attached to the 
‘plane flying over him, but for some un- 
known reason was unable to get his feet 
up on to the rung. The second pilot of 
the aeroplane tried to help him, burt could 
not pull him up. To land woul!l have 
meant certain death for him. 

For three-quarters of an hour, in full 
view of horrified crowds, the aeroplane, 
with Hundertmark dangling from the end 
of the ladder, circled over the flying 
ground. Firemen held a sheet, and the 
machine passed over it time after tune, 
but the unfortunate acrobat had either 
hecome entangled in the ladder or had lost 
his nerve, and he did not drop. 

Finally the pilot of the aeroplane steeled 
his heart and decided-to land. Hundert- 
mark, amid the horrified cries of the 
spectators, was dragged some distance 
along the ground, and was terribly in- 
jured. He was not dead when picked up, 
but died shortly afterwards.

KAISER'S INTEREST IN 
SPIRITUALISM. 


WHY GERMANY BUILT 


STRONG NAVY.

There is published to-day Volume 6 of 
the monumental “: British Documents on 
the Origins of the War,” edited by Dr. 
G. P. Gooch and Dr. Harold Temperley. 

Like the other volumes of this historic 

compilation the book, issued by H.M. 
Stationery Office at 17s. 6d. net, is a 
triumph of research and presentation. 
_ The period dealt with by the new volume 
is from 1907 to 1912, and its sub-title, 
““ Anglo-German Tension: Armaments and 
Negotiations,’’ is well chosen. Between 
1907 and 1912 the relations of Germany 
with Britain, France and Russia were be- 
coming more and more strained. The 
naval construction race was reaching its 
most ominous speed and intensity; 
diplomacy was more and more pessimistic, 
and the fatalistic feeling that the Triple 
Alliance and the Triple Entente were 
bound to come to war was spreading ever 
and evef more blackly over the people 


KING EDWARD’S MINUTE. 

In August of 1908 Clemenceau told Sir 
Edward Goschen: “ You may sink the 
whole German Navy, if:things go right for 
you; but how about us? Unless you could 
send us at least 300,000 men to create a 
diversion, she (Germany) would be able 
to make such a concentration of her Army 
Corps as would place us in a terribly 
awkward position.” 

This letter bears a minute by King 
Edward: “ M. Clemenceay used ‘similar 
Janguage to me, and there is no doubt that 
he is nervous about Germany, and in his 
point of view he has reason to be so, 
because if we have not a soldier to help 
France, were she to be attacked by 
Germany, she feels she would be unable 
to hold her own.” 

Some of the reports now printed give 
vivid pictures of. the. personality of Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. There is, for instance, an 
allusion by Sir Fairfax Cartwright, then 
Minister at Munich, to rumours that the 
Kaiser, in his moments of despondency, 
had recourse to spiritualism. 

‘TF the talk ine society here be correct, 
there are a number of- high-born ladies 
and gentlemen near the Court who follow 
the sanie tendencies, and who are doing 
their best to influence the Emperor. Their 
manoeuvres should be watched,-as they 
might have political results in a moment 
of: moral crisis in the Emperor’s mind. 


‘Many begin with music and epicureanism, 


and end by wishing to consult the spirits. 
When the latter stage is reached there is 
no gueston so foolish that it may not be 
put to them, nor any action so incom- 
prehensible that it may not be undertaken 
urider their advice.”’ 


YELLOW PERIL. 

The Kaiser’s apparent fear of “ the 
yellow peril ” is also shown, He told Sir 
Edward Goschen in October, 1910, that 
his reason. for building such a large fleet 
when he already had such an enormous 
Army was “ because I want to make my- 
self safe-—safe against France and Russia 
and safe against England, should she at 
a tiven moment feel called upon to, come 
to the assistance of her friends. I have 
another reason, which is this. I am all 


for the white man against the black, 
whether they be Chinese, Japanese, 
niggers or Slavs; and I foresee the time 
when the overweening ambition of the 
black and yellow races, grown out of 
bounds since the victory of Japan. over 
Russia, will show us the necessity of 
white men standing shoulder to shoulder, 
and then you will come crawling on your 
knees to me, not to beg me to diminish 
my naval strength, but to increase it to 
the utmost of my power.” 

This outburst caused Sir Eyre Crowe 
to make a written comment: “ It must be 
exceedingly difficult for an Ambassador to 
listen to these imperial fulminations with 
respect and the outward forms of vivility. ;

COMMUNIST PRINTING 
PRESS RAIDED.

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From Revuter’s CORgRESPONDENT, 
SHANGHAI, Monday. 


The recrudescence of Communist and 
Labour agitation here is shown by the 
moter ‘bus and tramway strikes that are 
going on at present. There is most active 
propaganda among postal and electric 
power employés to bring them out in 
sympathy. 

Thousands of leaflets have been scattered 
in the streets, and some apprehensions aro 
entertained of a general strike at Shanghai 
on Labour Day (May 1st). However, the 
strong attitude of the Chinese authorities, 
who have proclaimed martial law in 
Greater Shanghai, coupled with 150 
arrests that were made during the week- 
end, may prevent trouble. 

This afternoon the police in the French 
Concession raided a lonely house, and 
found a number of Chinese feverishly 
turning out Communist Labour Day pro- 
paganda wholesale on one of the most 
modern printing plants in Shanghai. 

The police seized four tons of literature, 
including appeals in English addressed to 
the foreign troops,

With May Day in the offing, the Govern-

which were so successful in calling the 
Communist bluff last vear. !

of parrots, including in this term all birds

DIRECTORS’ FURTHER 
STATEMENT. 

Regarding the proposal of the Northern 
Government to purchase the shares oi the 
Clogher Valley Railway, Ltd., at £6 for the

in the letter of the Northern Ministry ol 
Commerce to the shareholders in which thew 
offer was contained, that the substratum of 
the company had gone. The railway, they 
state, for the construction of which the 
shareholders subscribed, was still running, 
and was likely to continue to run.

that the guarantee of a dividend of 5 per 
cent. do not lapse in the event of the rail- 
way undertaking and property passing to tue 
County Councils under Section 42 of the 
Order above-mentioned, or even if the rail 
way is closed down altogether.’ The Chair 
man of this Committee was a senior official 
of the Ministry of Commerce.”’ 


COUNTY COUNCILS’ LIABILITY, 


The directors further state that the lha- 
bility of the two County Councils for the 
payment of the dividends, which were guaran- 
teed by Imperial Act of Parliament, was 
never questioned until the Northern Govern- 
ment became liable to increased contribn- 
tions as the result of the De-rating Act. It 
was misleading of the Ministry to state that 
£6 per share was in advance of their market 
value. Until 1920 no shares had been sold 
for less than £8 10s.; and since that 
practically most of the shares sold have been 
those disposed of by trustees and executors 
for the purpose of winding up estates. Tho. 
shares had hitherto been regarded as ‘Trustee 
Stock.

The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—-Two changes made in the Coal 
Mines Bill during its passage through the 
House of Commons turned a majority of 
the mine-owners against it. The owners 
of mines, not in Yorkshire or in the 
Midland areas (where the daily duration 
of work is already within the maximum 
permitted by the bil’), did not, of course. 
approve of the shorter working day, or of 
the creation of a National Wages Board. 
and they were justifiably aggrieved by the 
diversion of their marketing schemes to 
the purpose of mecting the cost—in part, 
if not entirely—of fulfling the Labour 
Party's pledge to the miners. But, for 
the most part, the owners were convinced 
of the need for a reorganisation of the 
industry in a manner to reduce un- 
economic competition and to maintain a 
remunerative and fair level of prices. 
Voluntary marketing arrangements on the 
lines of those in the bill were far 
advanced. In fact, the Government took 
over plans which the mine-owners were 
slowly—-too slowly—maturing, and the 
mine-owners were so well aware of the 
difficulty of making voluntary schemes 
effective that, on the whole. they were 
favourable to legislation in order to secure 
the necessary uniformity of policy. But 
when the Government extended the scope 
of the bill by accepting from the Liberals 
the principle of compulsory amalgama- 
tions the balance of opinion among the 
owners began to change, and when the two 
sections of the Opposition combined to 
remove from the bill the proposal to give 
the central marketing authority power to 
subsidise exports by means of a levy on 
coal sold in the home markets a majority 
of the owners became hostile.

A short memorial Service was held in the 
College Chapel. After the dedicatory

I'he Archbishop said—We are here this 
afternoon to inaugurate a memorial in this 
place of memorials to our friend, George 
Randolph Webb. It would eget | e 
found, if a comparison were made with the 
other memorial tablets here, that the age at 
which he died was considerably below the age 
ut which most of those commemorated here 
massed away. In the recent war years we 
á become more or less familiarised with 


the deaths of soldiers before their time, but | 


it is very hard to reconcile ourselves to the 
early loss of those engaged in civil callings, 
and particularly to that of those whose paths 
lie in the quiet sphere of academic life.

WOMEN’S NATIONAL 
HEALTH ASSOCIATION.

WORK OF PEAMOUNT 
SANATORIUM. 


The annual general meeting and Council 
meeting of the Women's National Health 
Association of Ireland was opened yesterday 
morning at 7 Ely place, Dublin—the 
Marchioness of Aberdeen and ‘Temair, 
President of the Association, in the chair. . 

Before she presented the report, Lady 
Aberdeen spoke of the loss they had sus- 
tained through the death of Sir Nugent 
Everard and of Dr. Frank Dunne, who had 


work. 

Dealing with the activities of the Associa- 
tion, the Chairman then said that the babies’ 
clubs had prospered igs . the year; the 
public health propaganda had been helped 
forward by the action of an insurance com- 
pany in publishing little health leaflets 
giving advice regarding prevention of 
disease, its treatment, and the preservation 
of life. A series of lectures and talks on 
hygiene was conducted with success. The 
slaepenede scheme had benefited by the 
help of the Junior League of Women 
Citizens. The result of the playgrounds had 
been wonderful in giving children a chance to 
be trained in regular games and in an under- 
standing of their rules, and had been of 
great benefit to their physical, mental and 
moral health. 

A donation of £100 was coniributed during 
the year by a Canadian insurance company. 
FINANCE. 

Mr. R. G. Riordan, assistant honorary 
treasurer, presented the financial statement. 
The donations, he said, amounted only to 
£204, a ridiculous sum for such an Associa- 
tion to receive from the public for such an 
amount of work for the poor in Dublin and 
over the whole country. The work could not 
have been carried on at all but for most 
careful economy. The year closed with a 
deficiency of £449. 

Lady Aberdeen pointed out that a good 
deal of money .was given to individual 
sections of the work. 

Miss L.. Long de- 
scribed the condition 
of things in connec- 
tion with the Fresh 
Air Fund department. 
Five years ago, she 
said, the income was 
£90, and ninety chil 
dren were sent away 
for a holiday. Last 
vear the income was 
£800, and 846 chil- 
dren were sent away ; 
but in doing so the 
fund was left with a 
deficit of nearly £500, 
a debt which must be 
wiped out before any 
children can be sent 
away this year. 

Dr, Andrew Horne presented the report of 
the Babies’ Clubs, where, he said, things 
were running quite smoothly. During the 
past vear the clubs had been visited by over 
a hundred thousand mothers, infants and 
children. ‘A figure like that,” he said. 
“will show what we are doing in the city and 
how we are appreciated... We have to thank 
Dr. Russell, our Public Officer of Health; the 
Commissioners of the City, and the T.cal 
Government Board for the sympathetic way 
in which they have listened to our small 
grievances, and for the wey in which they 
have come forward with monev and given a 
grant of £100 for the dental clinics. During’ 
the last month the grar. from the Local’ 
Government Board was increased to £175 to 
meet increased expenditure in connection with 
the penny dinners.” 

A resolution adopting the general report 
and statement of accounts was proposed by 
the Rev. J. E. Canavan, S.J., and seconded 
by Lady Everard: 

BRANCH REPORTS. 

Reports from the various branches were 
presented. In the KingstowWh report it was 
pointed out that the district; had the lowest 
infant mortality and maternal ‘mortality rates. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh conveyed to Lady Aber- 
deen the sympathy of the members of the 
Association with her and Lord Aberdeen on 
the loss they had suffered in the recent burn- 
ing of Haddo Hall. 

‘he report of the Irish Goat Society was 
read by the Chairman, in the absence of Miss 
Saunders, secretary. It showed that during 
the year sixty-one goats were sold by the 
Society. The Department of Agriculture gave 
a subsidy for the sale of goats to labourers 
up to the number of thirty. 

Dr. Alice Barry, Medical . Superintendent. 
stated in her report on Peamount Sanatorium 
that the average daily attendance was 243, 
and the patients came from virtually all over 
Ireland. The results of the treatment, ac- 
rording to the usual sanatorium routine, had 
been found most satisfactory. The patholo- 
gical department required to be developed 
more. 

The report of the Sanatorium Dentist, Mr 
R. Birmingham, laid stress on the importance 
of the attention needed for children’s teeth 
at the stage when their second set of teeth 
is coming. 

An account of the Peamount Industries 
was given by Mr. E. F. Hall, who said that 
the scheme showed signs of becoming an 
outstanding suctess if nyeans were ferthcom- 
ing for its proper development: *Since it was 
started in January; £160 worth of orders had 
been turned out for outside people. The 
total worth of work done was £535, In the 
first year of the Papworth Setilement the 
amount of work done was valued at £402. 
so the Irish Papworth, he said, seemed about 
to surpass its- original model.. There were 
twenty‘six men working, afid they had shown 
an extraordinary aptitude’for what they were 
doing. Mr. Hall then appealed for con- 
sideration for cases of men who were due to 
leave the sanatorium, but. who wished to re. 
main there and continue their work. Ho 
hoped that money might be forthcoming to 
build a hostel for men who could continue 
to work there: <A pleasant aspect of the in- 
dustries scheme was that some of the 
patients had increased in weight since they 
began work. To carry oh. successfully in 
future more outside orders must be procured 
and he asked that people should: make known 
throughout the country the type of work 
that is done—wooden portable buildings. 
poultry sheds, rabbit. hutches. and bungs- 
lows. At present, he said; an order is in 
hands for an open-air. school. 
ee yoneey Dwyer, in moving the adop. 

on Of the report, paid a tribute to Dy 
Alice Barry, for the work she had done since 
her appointment. He spoke of the advan. 
tages of the industries, and said that the 
establishment of the scheme gave a new out- 
look for those engaged in fighting tuber- 
cnÍosis in Ireland; and it was of urgent im- 
portance. that it should not fail for lack of 
financial support. 

a ggomroR "& seconded the adoption of 
| port. e said that, in his opinion, 
the treatment of 
tuberculosis failed 
without some such 
thing as the indus- 
tries scheme. Patients 
went out full of hope, 
and found it almost 
impossible to earn a 
livelihood in competi- 
tion with people who 
were more physically 
fit.

SLUM CONDITIONS 
IN DUBLIN. 


WORK OF THE INFANT 
' AID SOCIETY. 

PLEA FOR BETTER CHANCE 
'- IN EARLY (LIFE. i 


isind 


Strong condemnation of the slum conditions 
in the City of Dublin was expressed at ‘the 
annual meeting of the Infant Aid Society. for 
the Prevention of Infantile Mortality, held in 
the Carnegie Child Welfare Centre, Castle 
street, Dublin, last. night. 

Dr. Reginald J. White was in the chair. 
Mrs.‘ Quinn read the report for the year 
1929-30, in which a short account was given 
of the progress of the Society since its 
foundation, in. 1911, ‘showing how its work 
had spread and developed until in 1925 it was 
co-ordinated in the City of Dublin Child 
Welfare Committee. The city was divided 
into 12 districts, each of which had its band 
of workers under the direction of a captain. 
who sent the cases recommended by the 
Child Welfare nurses to her visitors. In this 
way special attention was given to the health 
of the mother and infant in all the cases 
dealt with. Where necessary, milk orders 
were given enabling a mother to obtain one 
pint of milk free daily. 

The voluntary visitors had increased in 
number to 146, and during. the year 33,362 
visits were paid. The visitors aided the 
mothers in many other ways than the giving. 
of free milk tickets. At present over 1,600 
pint bottles of milk were given out every 
mcining. The Society spared no expense or 
trouble in getting the best milk obtainable. 
It was produced under the most hygienic 
conditions from herds of cows which had 
been tuberculin tested, cooled immediately 
after . milking, and filled directly into 
bottles, covered with air-tight 
discs. These were distributed from dépéts,

Senator Farren, supporting the resolution, 
said that the work of the Society y.roved the 
enormity of the problem to be faeed. In 
two years the amount of milk giver 
out had increased by 100 per cent. They 
had discovered that they were only dealing 
with the fringe of ‘the pioblem, and that it 
was one that the -citizens of Dublin -had to 
face. .In the City of Dublin the infantile 
mortality was greater than in any part of 
the country. The infantile mortality rate for 
the whole of the Free State was 35 per 
thousand, «while that of children born in the 
City of Dublin was 100 per thousand. ‘The 
greatest asset that any city could have was a 
healthy, virile population, and the children 
born of the parents in the City.of Dublin did 
not get enough nourishing food to fit them 
for the future. 


NOTORIOUS SLUMS, - 

In this City of Dublin, he declared, the 
slum dwellings of the poorest classes were 
notorious, and he was sure that all the milk 
distributed would not save the children in the 
foul and evil places im which they lived. It 
was an urgent duty upon the citizens of 
Dublin to wipe out the terrible stain of the 
abominable conditions in ywhich the poor 
lived. ‘From the figures ‘contained in the 
report of the Medical Officer for Health of 
the city, it would appear that’ the infantile 
mortality in the cases of the slum dwellers 
who had gone to live in the new Corporation 
houses built on the outskirts of the city, in 
healthy, congenial surroundings, was but one- 
third of what it was in the slum dwellings. 

Proposing “That the Society is worthy -of 
support,” Mrs, Kettle, B,A., Chairman of 
the Rathmines Urban District Council, said 
that. when she entered into. publie life she had 
two aims. in view: (1). that. women should 
get a square deal, and 2) that children 
should get a square meal. She had found 
that the second was easier to get than the 
first. Women realised what a child needed 
much more than men—that the child should 
get a square chance and a square deal, 
Whatever misfortunes they had, if they 
examined things they would find, if they were 
honest. that they deserved them; but the 
child did not deserve to be housed in the bad 
slum dwellings, to get insufficient meals, to 
have no playgrounds and “to have a ‘joyless 
youth. If they did not give them a good chance 
now in the beginning while they were voung, 
they were going to produce bad, inefficient, 
criminal citizens, because, to her mind, it 
was largely poverty, ill-health and disease 
that filled their prisons and their hospitals. 

A man who was of a whimsical turn cf 
mind once told her that because God could 
not be everywhere he invented mothers, but 
mothers, in their turn, found that they could 
not be everywhere, and so they invented wel- 
fare centres. 

TRIBUTE TO WOMEN. 

““We women,” she went on, “ are a much 
maligned race, criticised for our short skirts, 
for our lip-sticks, our jazz, our affectations, 
and some of us even for our cocktails; but 
when we have such a body of women as we 
have here to-night, doing such excellent work,

SINGING FOR PLAIN CHANT 
CUP, 
JSHTILDREN’S SINGING 
IN ENGLISH.

There was a large and interested audience 
at the Father Mathew Feis, in Dublin, yester- 
day. 

n the forenoon the competition for the 
Plain Chant Cup (kindly presented by Dublia 
priests) took place. It was confined to 
primary schools (boys’ or girls’), each choir to 
consist of not less than twelve voices, and 
competitors had to be bona fide members of 
the school choir. The Cup, in order to 
become the property of the winning choir, 
must be won three times. 

The test pieces were-(a) ‘‘ Requiem 
4ternam’’, (b) A short Benediction Service; ' 
(1) ‘‘O Salutaris Hostia,”’ and (2) ‘‘ Tantum 
Ergo’’; (c) ‘‘Salve Mater,” sung in Latin, 
unacompanied, or accompanied. In view of the 
revival of Plain Song throughout the country 
at the leading Feisanna, it must have been 
very gratifying to the promoters of the 
Father Mathew Feis to find an entrance of 
seventeen choirs. The contest was a ME 
drawn-out, but keen, one, and proved !ighly 
interesting. 

The adjudicator tvas the Rev. Father 
Murnane, C.C., Greystones. The entries came 
from the convent schools, Christian Brothers 
Schools, and National schools of the city. 
The Blind Asylum Choir, from Merrion, also 
competed. 

The awards were:—1, Choir of the Girls’ 
Primary School, Upper Gardiner street 
(conductor, the Rev. T. J. Farrell, C.C.), 88 
per cent.; 2, Christian. Brothers’ School 
Choir, North Brunswick street (conductor, 
Mrs, Boylan), 87 per cent. Tied for third 
place, at 86 per cent.—The Christian Brothers’ 
Choir, St. Mary’s place (conductor, Mrs. 
Boylan), and Presentation Convent Choir, 
George’s hill (conductor, the Rev. OD. 
Gallagher, C.C.). 

ESSENTIALS OF PLAIN CHANT. 

The Rev. Father Murnane, adjudicator, 
said. that he had had a difficult task, as tie 
standard was remarkably high all round. In 
order to show how he arived at his decision, 
he would comment on the essentials of Plain 
Chant, as they appeared to him, Plain Song 
was a prayer. ‘The singers were speaking to 
God, and good diction was most necessary. 
They must understand, as far as possible, al. 
though children, what they were singing 
about. It was necessary that they should 
understand the meaning of the words, pro- 
nounce those words properly, and that they 
should not speak to Cod in a slovenly man- 
ner. They should have prover pronuncia- 
tion, and carry the words to the ears of the 
listeners, Then there should be correct 
rhythm, clear dictior, enunciation and 
phrasing, expression and intonation. 

Plain chant was not only a prayer, but a 
song, an art, a Divine art, and therefore it 
was essential to get the proper artistic ren- 
dering, the correct light and shade, and ex- 
pression. In plain chant they should ex- 
press themsélves simply and naturally, as 
they spoke in prayer. They should also aim 
at beauty of tone, and proper pitch through 
out, In one of the best choirs that he had 
heard, a slight fault in the method of attack 
crept in in a portion of the test. He be- 
lieved that that was the choir which came 
second. It probably would have tied for first 
place if it had not lost something for that 
little fault. That choir might consider itself 
unfortunate. One of the choirs which tied 
for third place would probably have tied 
for second place but for a small mistake. 

His choice of the test pieces was influenced 
by the fact that it was essential that children 
should learn to sing a Requiem Mass. Then, 
one of the most important ceremonies of the 
Church was Benediction of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament. The Salve Mater. he considered. 
a beautiful motet in honour of the Blessed 
Virgin, 

THE CUP PRESENTED. 

The Rev. G. Turley, C.C., Westland Row, 
presented the cup to the winners, amidst 
applause, lie congratulated the winners, 
and thanked the adjudicator and the Feis 
Committee on behalf of the choirs. The 
Committee, he said, deserved special thanks 
for the step it had taken im starting a Plain: 
song Competition. It was a very important 
competition, and he was glad to see so many 
choirs competing. They had great musical 
talent in Dublin, but very often the 
expression of such talent was lacking 
in Church mus!c. The Plainsong 
Competition this eis would do 
much to Improve Church music. 

The Very Rev. Father Charles, O.S8.F.C., 
President of the Feis Committee, thanked 
Father Murnane for adjudicating, and Father 
Turley for presenting the Cup. 

The Rev. Father Farrell, C.C., conductor 
of the winning choir, returned thanks to 
those Dublin priests who presented the Cup.

YALE AND HARVARD TAKE 
UP THE GAME, 

(PRESS ASSOCIATION FOREIGN SPECIAL.) 
NEW YORK. Monday. 
Consideiable interest has been aroused by the 
adoption of Rugby football this year at some of 
the Ameiican universities where hitherto only the 
American type of Rugby has prevailed. On Satur- 
day a crowd of 10,000 saw Yale defeat Harvard 
at Newhaven by 11 points to nil, this being the 
first time that these two leading American 
universities have played “ Rugger” since 1875. 
The revival of interest in the game is largely 
due to the initiative of old Oxford and Cambridge 
University men at Yale and Harvard. Yale’s team 
was composed of an Englishman, one German and 
thirteen Americans, and Harvard's of two Oxford 
players, two Canadians, a South African, an 

Australian and the rest Americans. 

There was much tInformality, play being 
stopped several times while the rules were ex: 
plained to the American players by the English 
referee. American football. which is evolved from 
“Rugger.” is mach rougher than the English 
game, and from the point of view of the spectator 
not half so interesting.
